HE six-party democratic coalition in 
Italy is now engaged in a determined 
effort to work out a program for a coalition 
government which will stir the Italian peo- 
ple to battle Hitlerism. 

The new turn of events, as signalized by 
the Sorrento conference undoubtedly was 
greatly stimulated by the recent, establish- 
ment of relations by the Soviet Union with 
the Badoglio government. The consequent 
discussion has dramatized the bad set-up 
in Italy and showed a change was imperative. 
N would appear also that the arrival of 
Togliatti contributed to these favorable 
developments. 
= All parties have agreed to organize a 


coalition government with the cooperation 


of Badoglio, while leaving the question of 
the monarchy’s fate to the decision of the 
people after the war. They have agreed to 
proceed with these plans even if the king 
does not abdicate outright but gives lieu- 
tenant-general” power to his son Umberto. 
All of this indicates a decidedly realistic 
Approach. It expresses a concern only to 
bring about such a government as will be 
able to arouse and organize the whole Italian 
people in the war. With such a government 
Fesponsible to the people, the king will be 
of small moment and will more and more 
lose any place or power. ‘ 

The sole remaining difficulty, holding 1p 
the arrangement, is the question as to 
whether the king shall end his regime now 
or abdicate when Rome is taken. From this

4 be done in this regard. That is some-

One thing we do know. It is that the six 
parties have now given every indication 
that they will do all in their power to bring 
about a responsible government in Italy. 
It is therefore incumbent on our own gov- 
ernment to give them every posible assist- 
ance. That applies likewise to the govern- 
ment of Great Britain, which, press reports 
say, is assuming a good attitude toward the 
proposed reorganization. 

We are satisfied that the commission of 

the three great powers which is operating 
in Italy—if it uses its power and influence 
—can quickly impress upon Victor Emman- 
uel its own views on this matter. If that 
is done, the organization of the proposed 
government is assured. 
Delay in doing this would be costly and 
tragic. It can be said now without qualifi- 
cation that neither the AMG policy nor 
that of allowing Badoglio and the king to 
run matters by themselves will do. The only 
way to deal with Italy is to give the parties 
which come out of the people an opportunity 
to function, thus recognizing in life the Mos- 
cow declaration in regard to Italy.

Two Panels, One Case 


ITH Thursday’s testimony, both the 
CIO and AFL concluded presentation 
of their case for a wage adjustment before 
the War Labor Board. Labor showed that: 
The stabilization program is not holding 
because only wages were, stabilized. Infla- 
tion and the price rise continue because 
profits continue to mount, Taxes are such 
that they did not stop the profit rise. They 
cut further into the standards of the 
workers. 

Actually, the cost of living is up 43.5 per 
cent over the January, 1941, level, not the 
23.4 per cent admitted in the Department 
of Labor statistics. The rate of wages on 
the other hand, has been held quite gener- 
ally down to the 15 per cent Little Steel“ 
raise limit. , 

Rigid application of the formula, in ef- 
fect, has violated the wage-price level pro- 
vided in the stabilization act. As a conse- 
quence, productivity and morale of the 
workers has been impaired. 

Labor is anxiously awaiting a decision. 
In the meantime, it has become quite plain 
that the AFL councils insistence upon a 
separate hearing and refusal to join with 
the CIO on the steel case, only weakens 
labor’s fight. There wasn’t the slightest 
reason for it except the desire of the Mat- 
thew Woll-William Hutcheson reactionary 
group to attack the CIO and to embarrass 
the President. 

The CIO and AFL did collaborate on the 
cost of living survey, the results of which 
both are using now in separate testimony. 
In the minds of all AFL members and most 
officials, there was certainly no reason for 
separating the fight in its further stages. 
The fact that we are on the eve of the 
momentous invasion that makes uninter- 
rupted and full-blast production so urgent;

Detending the FEPC 


President Roosevelt continues to 
fight for FEPC. Let labor and all 
other people's organizations rally to 
his support in this struggle. The 
threatened destruction of FEPC 
would be a disas- 
trous blow to war 
production and to 
the growing anti- 


fascist unity of 
the American 
people. 


The Committee 
on Fair Employ- 
ment Practice was 
first authorized in 
June, 1941, by N- 
ecutive Order 
8802, and was later reorganized and 
strengthened in May, 1943, by Exe- 
cutive Order 9346. It now con- 
sists of a chairman and six mem- 
bers, representing labor and man- 
agement in equal numbers. The 
committee maintains central offices 
in Washington, D. C., and nine re- 
gional offices. It employs a staff 
of 113 workers, more than half of 
whom are in the field. 


At a time when the nation fabes 
a critical shortage of manpower to 
back the coming invasion of Eu- 
rope, when the home-front con- 
flict between the political forces of 
democracy and fascism grows in- 
creasingly acute, it is well to recall 
the purpose, accomplishments, and 
still undone tasks of PEPC. They 
serve to highlight the urgent need 
fob real mass struggie to protect 
this vital war agency from the 
three-pronged attack it now faces. 

In Executive Order 9346, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt declared that “the 
successful prosecution of the war 
demands the maximum employment 
of all available workers regardless 
of race, creed, color, or national 


origin.” He established “a new 
Committee on Fair Employment 
Practice, to promote the fullest 


utilization of all available man- 
power, and to eliminate discrimi- 
natory employment practices.” To 
the four categories of discrimina- 
tion listed in the Order, he later 


added unwarranted discrimination 
against non-citizens. 


JURISDICTION 

The committee has jurisdiction 
over complaints of employment dis- 
crimination on the part of all agen- 
cles of the Federal Government, all 
employers holding government con- 
tracts, all other employers engaged 
in essential war production, and 
the unions of workers in such agen- 
cles and establishments. 


Fc receives and handles a tre- 
mendous volume of complaints of 
employment discrimination. There 
were 1,016 cases pending on July 
1. 1943. An additional 1,930 cases 
were docketed during the following 
six months. Durjng this same 
period, 989 cases were satisfactorily 
closed, leaving a case load of 1,957 
pending complaints on Jan. 1, 1944. 

Over three-fourths of the 1,930 
cases docketed during the last half 
of 1943 concerned employment dis- 
criminations based on race or color, 
directed chiefly against Negroes. It 
is notable, however, that there were 
189 cases (10 per cent) of discrimi- 
nation against religious groups, 
chiefly Jews; 132 cases (7 per cent) 
involving non-citizens; and 99 cases 
(5 per cent) involving foreign-born 
citizens. Some 1,264 of the com- 
plaints were against private em- 
ployers; 584 were against govern- 
ment agencies: and 82 were against 
labor unions, almost entirely AFL. 

Despite its limited staff and the 
magnitude of its job, FEPC gets 
results. That is why it is fought 
so bitterly by southern “white su- 
premacy” Democrats and defeatist- 
led Republicans. That is also why 
the democratic, win-the-war forces 
of our country must fight back with 
all the vigor they can command. 
FEPC is an indispensable instru- 
ment of victory for the Negro and 
other minority peoples, for organ- 
ized labor, and for our embattled 
nation as a whole. 

In every major crisis the Presi- 
dent has fought for FEPC. Last 
spring, when the committee was 
disintegrating following WMC Com- 
missioner Paul MeNutt's suspension

GREATEST THREAT 


Now, FEPC faces the greatest 
threat in its history. The reaction- 
ary Howard Smith Committee is 
pushing forward its smear “inves- 
tigation,” and thereby tying up top 
Fre officials to prevent the effec- 
tive conduct of their work. The 
Senate tly passed the Richard 
Russell amendment which would 
kill FEPC unless it receives a Con- 
gressional appropriation for its 
work after June 30, 1944. 

But the President continues to 
fight for FEPC. Probably antici- 
pating the Senates action, he ask- 
ed Congress for an appropriation 
of $585,000 to enlarge the field staff 
and carry on the essential war func- 
tions of FEPC. It is against this 
appropriation that the reaction- 
aries now turn their fire. It is to 
the support of this appropriation 
that the progressive forces of our 
country now must throw their full 
political power.

3. The steel companies themselves have reported

The total assets of the steel companies ifcreased 
over a billion dollars between 1939 and the end of 
1942. And their combined “undistributed profits” rose 
by more than one-third of a billion during the war. 
They now total nearly $1 billion. At the same time 
the reserves of the industry, for post-war and other 
contingencies, rose by about $161 million.
